His Managers Have Not Yet Fixed on a 
Man for Dunstan’s Place. 


Detroit, A pril 19—T he Pingree man­ 
agers have not as y et hinted a t a 
choice of a candidate for lieutenant 
governor on the governor’s ticket this 
fall. 
L ieutenant Governor Dunstan 
does not want the oftlce another term, 
and has liOfcicively declined to make 
the race again. 
Even if he felt other­ 
wise on the subject he would not be 
P in g ree’s choice for a running mate. 


If Speaker Gordon i.s not appointed 
Irtiited States attorney for the eastern 
district it will not be surprising if he 
is slated for the place. 
A lthough he 
has not been regarded as friendly to 
the governor, he has not taken advan­ 
tage of his position to throw anything 
in the way of the pasisage of Pingree 
bills, and this fact is appreciated by 
the governor and Col. Atkinson. Both 
of them would like to see Gordon in 
the i>08ltion of president of the senate, 
for they know th at he would expedite 
business in a way that the senate has 
never known. 
It is in this capacity 
th at he would be uheful to the governor 
a t the next regular session, when it is 
^oped to have a l-*ingree m ajority in 
the senate.

London, April 19.—The Dalty Chron­ 
icle publishes a letter this morning from 
Sir Frederick Pollock, Corpus professor 
of Jurisprudence at th t University of 
Oxford, Justifying the attitude of the 
United glute!* In the controversy with 
spam.

»ayn, 
“It would be a superfluous and 
Iftft-handed ccnipilment for England to 
offer osHiHtiir.ee to the United Slates, 
but the time has arrived for an Anglo* 
Ainerlcan 
entente or alliance 
which 
would do away with any necessity for 
arbitration treaties. We are the other 
great power t»f the North American con­ 
tinent, and if u»i rigidly consider our 
poHltlon we rir*^qually concerned with 
the United 
lo forbid the Interfer­ 


ence of any foreign power In American 
affair«. The true keystone of an alliance 
would be on the side of the United 
Slntea a frank recognition *>f our eo- 
cqual standing beyond the Atlantic In 
right of Cvmada. and our Joint interest 
In excluding European eomplicatluns 
from America.

“On our side should be understood. 
If not formally ex|ires.«iod, a readlne.*»s 
to support th« Miinroe doctrine in con­ 
junction with the Unltfd 
f?tato» by 
whatever means might be n(»cessttiy t*r 
flUiHclent and against all comers. Such 
an alllancf would make 
%vhoUy 
for 
peace, and within its legitimate pur­ 
poses would he irresistible: but If of­ 
fense did comp, the first shotted guns 
fired by the eombln»»d Anglo-American 
fleet might be the beginning of more 
ends than the objectors contemplate.“ 
The Dally Chrtmlcle, commenting edi­

Fatlgae of M etals. 


Omep in both bonds a strong wire or 
iron rod ond bond it backward and for­ 
ward for a certain length of time and 
it breaks from what scientists c;ill fa- 
tigna In other word.«*, it is unable to 
stand tho strain of the violent expan­ 
sion and compression to which the par­ 
tidos are subjected. Much attention has 
been given to this subject, and the fa­ 
tigue and exhaustion of metals prove 
to bo most interesting topics. 


It is, however, demonstrated that if 
the moveniont of the molecules ceases 
b<‘foro the breaking point is reached the 
metal may recover. Fatigue iu metals 
is cured by rest, as is that iu human 
beings. Somotimtfs it requires years of 
inaction to bring theso metals buck to 
their normal state. Edged tools are 
greatly improved by putting away. Al­ 
most every one is familiar with the fact 
that razors become after a timo almost 
useless. If they are put away and al­ 
lowed to remain untouched for a period 
of years, they recover their vitality, so 
to speak, and may bo even better than 
they were originally. Carpt^nters and 
workers who use ñne tools would find it 
of great advantage to keep duplicate 
sets, one of which might be put away 
to rest while the other was doing serv­ 
ice.—New Vork Ledger.

In tbe absence of detin ito data one is 
left to ground a theory of the initial in­ 
spiration of the Gordons on tbo undis­ 
puted tradition of their French origin. 
In tbe department of Lot, in the south­ 
west of France, there is a townlet of 
8,000 sonls, still known, like tbe Kin­ 
cardineshire fishing village, by tlie 
name of Qonrdon. France believes to 
this day that Oourdon is tbe seat of a 
great bidden gold treasure which King 
Clovis buried there in 611.

Tbe province of Aquitaine, in which 
Gonrdon is a tiny dot, was jost the 
place to breed a hardy, adventurous 
race, for it bad long b e^ the battle­ 
ground of aouthem France, swept by 
successive hordes from tbe north. As 
early as the eighth century a duke of 
Gonrdon was constable of France, and 
tbe town touched English history when 
Richard the Lion fell at Chains by the 
band of a soldier called Bertram de 
Goardoa.—fiUicliwood’s Magaaine.

have been very destructive in the east 
but are found to be there easily con­ 
trolled by the following practices. 


On beds where cutting is done for 
m arket, a few shoots should be left as 
traps. 
On these the beetles wnll lay 
th eir eggs, such trap shoots should be 
burned abi>ut a week after coming up, 
thus destroying the eggs. 
By thus 
regularly always allowing a few shoots 
to be left scattered over the Ueld and 
never allowing them to become old 
enough for the eggs to hatch (requiring 
about a week) the eggs of nearly all 
the beetles will be destroyed and the 
beetles 
will m aterially decrease in 
numbers. 


A fter all the crop is harvested and 
the plants are allowed to grow feathery 
spray with paris green using lime and 
adding some soap to make it stick bet­ 
ter. 
Voung seedling plants may also 
be sprayed in the same way. 
If the in­ 
sects g et the start of you it will be well 
to dust everything with 
a ir slaked 
lime. 
This is caustic and will eat into 
the slimy grubs and kill them. 


It has been found in the east that 
when these measures are carefully car­ 
ried out for the first half of the season 
the remainder of tbe season requires 
very little work to keep tbe insects in 
subjection. Of course plants intended 
for the table must not be sprayed.

The story of 
his rise is characteristic and {lescrip- 
tive of the country he governed. 
He 
was a half-breed Indian. 
He was a 
division coinmander in the army at .'50, 
and during Guzman Blanco’s siruKKle 
for power was his most valuable and 
valued assistant. When Blanco became 
president at last Crespo was made head 
of the army. 


F or many 
years 
Cres>po 
remained 
faithful to Blanco, but when his m as­ 
ter put him into the presidenf.s chair 
to hold oftlce as his creature durinji the 
alternate term when by the con.stitu- 
tlon Blanco himself was eomptdUnl ti* 
remain ofllcially nnn-re^nant Crespo, 
liklnfi the oillce, wished to become a 
candidate for a second term. 
Ouznian 
refused, and on the inauguration of Dr. 
Ju an Pablo Rojas Paul, Crespo Issued 
a pronunciamento and declared a rev­ 
olution. 


The first revolution was a failure and 
Crespo tied to the little island of Cura- 
coa.

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CUBA WILL BE FREE. 


The congress of the United States 
lifts takeo stroni^er f?round against 
Spain than that proposed by President 
McKinley in his recent message. The 
president said in his message that the 
war in Cuba must stop, but congress 
through 
the 
patriotism 
of 
the 
•enate declared as a result of an all- 
night session that not only must the 
war stop but that the “people of the is- 
'land of Cuba are, and of right ought to 
be, free and independent.” 


Step by step the country has grad­ 
ually come up to this resolution, a 
practical declaration of war against 
Bpaio. The president outlined 
his 
purpose in bis message as follows: 


In view of these facts and these con- 
•IderatlonsI ask the congress to authnr- 
1m and empower the president to take 
measures to secure a full and termina­ 
tion of hostilities between the govern- 
nent'Of Spain and the people of Cuba, 
and to secure In the island the estab­ 
lishment of a stable government, capa­ 
ble of maintaining order and observing 
Its International obligations, ensuring 
peace and tranquillity and the security 
of Its citizens as well as our own. and 
to use the military and naval forces of 
the United States ai may be necessary 
for these purposes. 
And In the Interest» of humanity and 
to aid In preserving the lives of the 
iitarving people of the island 1 recom- 
inend that an appropriation be made 
•out of the public treasury to supplo- 
fincnt the charity of our citizens. 


The Issue Is now with the congress. 
•It Is a solemn responsibility. 
I have 
exhausted every effort to relieve the 
intolerable condition of affairs which Is 
at our doors. Prepared to execute ev- 
«ry obligation Imposed upon me by the 
•eonstltuticn and the law. I await your 
action. 
Yesterday and since the preparation 
•of the foregoing message, ofllclal Infor­ 
mation was received by me that the 
latest decree of the Queen Regent of 
Spain directs General Blanco, In order 
to prepare and facilitate peace, to pro­ 
claim a suspension of hostilities, the 
duration and details of which have not 
yet been communicated to me. 
This 
fact, with every other pertinent con­ 
sideration, will, I am sure, have your 
just and careful ottentlon In the sol­ 
emn deliberations upon which you are 
about to enter. If this measure 
at­ 
tains a puccessful result, then our as­ 
pirations as a Christian, peace-lovinir 
.people will be realized. If it falls it will 
he only another Justification for our 
•contemplated action. 


The house of rcprcBcnttaives took 
•etion and went a stop beyond the ex­ 
ecutive in passing the following resolu­ 
tion: 


**Whereas, The government of Spain 
for three years past has been waging 
war on the island of Cuba asainst a 
revolution by the inhabitants thereof 
Without making any substantial protjf- 
ress toward 
the suppresBlon of said 
revolution, and has conducted the war­ 
fare in a manner contrary to the laws 
of nations, by methods inhuman and 
uncivilized, causing the death by star­ 
vation of more than 200,000 Innocent 
Bon-combatants, the victims being for 
the moat part helpless women and chil­ 
dren; Inflicting Intolerable injury to the 
commercial Interests of the Unite J 
.States, Involving the destruction of the 
■lires and property of many of our clti- 
■sens, entailing vhe expenditure of mli- 
llona of dollars In patrolling our coasts 
.anA policing the high seas In order to 
■flBaintain our neutrality; and 


"Whersas, This lone series of losses. 
JnJiirlea» and burdens for which Spain 
la responsible hae culminated in the 
•asfltructlOB Qi the United States battle- 
iblp Maine In the harbor of Havana 
•and In the death of 268 of our seamen. 


‘'Resolved, etc.. That the president Is 
hereby authorlwd and directed to In­ 
tervene at once to slop the war In 
Cuba to the end and with the purpose 
•of securing permanent peace and order 
there and establishing by the free ac­ 
tion of the people thereof a stable and 
Independent government of their own in 
the island of Cuba, and the preBldent is 
hereby authorized and empowered 
use the land and naval forces of th-‘ 
United States to execute the purpose of 
this resolution." 


The senate for reasons that luivc ap 
pealed to the intelli^cnco of the peo­ 
ple passed a resolution recognizing the 
Insurgent government as the true atul 
lawful government of Cuba, a precau­ 
tion that Senator 
Turpio 
plainly 
pointed out was necessary to malco the 
position of the United States secure 
from the demands of Spain for any 
indemnity. 
The compromise resolu­ 
tion, however, as passed 
by 
both 
bouses was acceptable to such men as 
Senators Foraker and Cullom, 
and 
praetieally means the recognition of 
the Cuban government. It is as fol­ 
lows:

**8econd, That It Is the duty of the

From this time on the procedure of 
the house was a series of recesses. Infor­ 
mal or otherwise.

The senate Insisted on Its 
resolutions and the fact was ofllcially 
made known to the house and a vott 
woe taken on a motion to Insist als» 
and ask further conference, which wa^ 
carried. No motion to adjourn had tli< 
least chance. 
The resolutions wert 
again in conference and the house took 
recess from time to time awaiting the 
result, which came along after 1 a. m., 
the house conferrees 
having finally 
agreed to leave the words "are and” in 
the resolution, the senate yielding the 
actual recognition of the Cubans. This 
ended the agony.

conference be agreed to, and further 
that the vice president appoint the con- 
ferrees, and after a long debate the 
motion prevailed and Davis, Foraker 
and Morgan were appointed conferrees. 


After frequent recesses to wait for 
the action of the conference commit­ 
tee the 
senate at 1:15 o’clock this 
morning reeeived the report of the 
committee and tw’elve minutes after­ 
ward had adopted It. There was a f\ght 
to the last minute, however, the advo­ 
cates of recognition of the independ­ 
ence of the Island republic standing 
their ground 
until they \vere fairly 
knocked dow’n by a vote of 42 to 35. 
The minority vote was cast by those 
who wanted rtidlcal action and Insisted 
that the resolution should carry with 
It recognition of the Independence of 
the Cuban republic. The scene in th^ 
senate even up to the minute of ad­ 
journment 
was 
one 
of 
w'onderful 
beauty and Impressiveness. 
Hundreds 
of brilliantly attired women and men 
In evening dress filled the galleries. 
On the floor were the makers of the 
country’s history awaiting the verdict 
from the conference committee. 


When finally It came there was a 
hush In the great chamber which a few 
seconds before had been thrilling with 
animation. 
When the verdict 
had 
been returned and accepted by the sen­ 
ate the great audience dispersed—dis­ 
persed quietly; almost s<ilemnly. 
All 
realized that the verdict meant war 
and the action taken was too moment­ 
ous to inspire anything less than awe. 


Culmii K«!»«!« Accept Antonom}*. 


Washington, April 19.—The Spanish 
legation here has received the following 
advices from Havana: Colonel Rosendo 
Garcia with three ofllecrs of the rebel 
force* and twenty-two soldiers, all 
armed, have presented themselves at 
Sanctl Spirltus to the civil and military 
authorities, declaring publicly before 
numerous crowds of people to be ready 
to fight for the Cuban home govern­ 
ment under the mother country's flag 
and to defend the Interests of the Span­ 
ish race. Rosendo Garcia was one of 
the most prominent chieftains In the 
Cuban Insurrection and his presenta­ 
tion Is of great Importance, there being 
strong reastm to believe U will be fol­ 
lowed by many others.'* 


Bill to Call 70.000 Men. 


Washington. April 19. — Representa­ 
tive Hull of Iowa, 
chairman of the 
house committee on military affalr.s, 
will today Introduce an administration 
bill authorizing the president to issue 
a call for volunteers to the number of 
60,000 or 70,000 men.

cians. 


Section 3. In case troops of th e state 
of M ichigan are cjalled into the Held, 
for the purpose of recruiting them orig­ 
inally and of keeping the organisations 
up to m axim um streng th, the governor 
m ay appoint and commission recruitin g 
officers and 
paym asters, an d assign 
them to d u ty at such points In th e sta te 
as he m ay designate. Such officers m ay 
be of any ra n k not higher th an m ajor, 
and shall be paid the pay proper of offi­ 
cers of like grade in the United S tates 
arm y and navy. 


Section 4. 
It shall be the d uty of 
such officers to enlist and m u ste r re ­ 
cruits for the organizations fr'orn this 
state th a t m ay be in th e m ilitary an d 
naval service u n d er any order of the 
president of the United States, and for 
thope which are being prejiared for 
such service. 
Such officers shall o r­ 
ganise, instruct, drill and discipline the 
troops and naval forces enlisted In such 
m an ’ier as they shall from time to tim e 
be onl* red to do by the governor in a c ­ 
cordance w ith m ilitary and naval laws, 
regulations and cuslomsi of service. 


Section 5. 
In case tho recruits so en­ 
listed for the Infantry a rm of the se rv ­ 
ice shall not be needed to fill the regi­ 
m ents In active service, or In case It 
shall be advisable to organize vo lun ­ 
teer regim ents, tho governor by and 
with the advice and recoim nendation 
of the slate m ilitary board m ay o rg a n ­ 
ize regiment.« of eight companies each, 
each com pany to consist of iu>t less 
than 100 m en nor more than 150 enlist­ 
ed men. with the sam e num ber of non- 
commissit'ned ofllcers and musicians, 
and the sam e num ber of com pany otll- 
cei's of the same rank as are provided 
for in .section two of this act. 


E ach regim ent shall consist of two 
battalions of four companies each. Tho 
field otlicers of a regiment shall con­ 
sist of one colonel, one lieutenant col­ 
onel and tw o majors. 
The staff sh.ail 
consist of one surgeon with the ran k <if 
m ajor, one assistan t surgeon w ith tbe 
rank of caplain. one chaplain with tin 
rank of cai)tain, one a d ju ta n t and i^ni 
regim ental q uarterm aster, each 
w ith 
the rank of first lieutenant.

The non-commlssloned staff shall be 
the sjiine as that of an Infantry regi­ 
ment of the Uidted Stales arm y. 


Tho commls.^ioned cdllceis of 
reg i­ 
ments so organized shall be appointed 
and commisisoned by the governor. 


Regim ental 
b a n d s m ay be 
enlisted 
and m ustered and shall c'cmsist of the 
like num b er of m usicians as th e ban«l 
of an infantry reginient In the United 
Stale.s a rm y at tbe present time. 


Officers and enllsteil 
men shall be 
paid from the tim e they are placed on 
duty 'Aith the pay of like grades in the 
Unlt«^i S tates arm y. 


A rtillery and cavalry and naval or 
g a n i/a tlo n s may be enlisted 
and, in 
case they phall be. these arm s of tlie 
service shall he organized In the sam e 
m anner as the regular establishm ent o 
the United S tates arm y and navy are 
organized in time of w ar. and th e fore 
going provisicms. as to recruiting and 
recruiting officers shall apply to thel 
organization. >?amp Instruction m ay be 
ordered. 


Section 6. 
W herever the organization 
of troops or naval forces, und er this 
act. Is not herein specially provided for. 
such organization shall, as nearly as 
m ay be, conform to the laws, re g u la ­ 
tions and 
custom s of service of the 
United S ta te s arm y and navy. 


Section 7. 
W henever, in the direction 
of the governor, the necessity for an In­ 
creased stre n g th of the companies of 
the M ichigan national guard shall no 
longer exist he shall reduce such com ­ 
panies to the m axim um stre n g th p ro­ 
vided for under th e laws In force prior 
to the passage of this act. Such redu c­ 
tion shall be accomplished by m u ste r­ 
ing 
out 
all 
men 
unfit 
for 
service, 
and in the discretion of the governor 
ail who shall apply for discharges. 
If 
the.se cases fall to reduce any com pany 
to its m axim um sti*ength under law s In 
force before the passage of this act. 
then such enlisted men as shall be rec­ 
ommended by th eir company c o m m an ­ 
ders for m u ste r out. shall be discharged. 


If four com pany officers stlU rem ain 
to the companies, the Junior second 
lieutenant sliail be m ustered out. 


All such m u sters out and discharges 
shall be honor'able, unless r e a lm s ex­ 
ist uni’.er m ilitary laws for m usters out 
and discharges of a different n a tu re In 
Individual cases. 


Sectiim 8. 
In case of a tie vote on 
an election for ofllcers in any o rg a n iz a ­ 
tion of the Michigan national guard, 
the proceedings a t the election shall be 
a t once returned to the a d ju ta n t g en er­ 
al, and the com m ander-in-chief shall 
appoint and commission ofllcers to fill 
the positions for which such election 
was held: such appointm ents shall be 
for the sam e term as if such officers 
hatl been elected, and the appointees 
shall take ra n k from the date of a p ­ 
pointment. 


Section 9. 
In case the congress of the 
United S ta te s shall pa.ss laws applying 
to the m ilitary or naval forces of all 
the states, or the president shall call 
for different 
or’ganlzation 
of 
troops 
from that 
herein 
provided, th is law 
shall be In force only so far as it Is not 
In conflict w ith th e laws of the ITnlted 
States, or w ith the call of the president. 
In either case above mentioned, troops 
shall be organized In accordance with 
the laws of the I'lrited Slates or the 
president’s call as the case m ay be. 
Section 10. 
Officers of tho line, stait 
and general staff not on duty outside 
the state m ay be assigned to active 
duty in connection with the o rg a n iz a ­ 
tion of troops u n der the provisions of 
this act In accordance w ith their I'ank, 
and when so assigned shall receive the 
sam e pay as officers of like grade in the 
United S tates arm y. 


Section 11. 
All acts ancl parts of acts 
hereti»fore passed by the legislature of 
the state of M ichigan In conflict with 
this at t are hereby repealed, 


This act is ordered to take im m ediate 
effect.
